Important to Dealers in Manutac- 
tured Tobacco. 

Monday was the last day of grace for 
the dealers in manufactured tobacco. 
Hereafter no “fine cut,“ or smokin 
tobaceo or snuff can be sold or offe 
for sale unless put up in packages of a 
according 
to law. The penalty fer the violation 
and dealers must be governed accord- 
ingly. The following letter of Com- 
missioner Rollins to Collector Atkins 
of Atlanta, Ga., appears inthe Internal 
Revenue I rd: 

In relation to tobaceo in the hands of 

I have to say that section 


1868, 2 that after January 1, 
1869 (since extended by law to F - 
ary 15, 1869), all smoking, fine-cut 
tobaceo, or snuff, and after 
July 9, 1869, all other manufactured to- 
bacco of every description, shall be 
taken and deemed as having been man- 
ufactured after the passage of that act, 
— — sold or ſor — 
unless up in packages and stam 
as preseribed by that act, except at re- 
ages 1 vi or in 
fat act. All tobacco, 
therefore, in the hands of dealers 
after the dates above named, not 
packed and stam with tax paid 
stamps, as requi by the new law, 
must be so ked and stam at the 
ex of the owner or holder before 
being sold or offered for sale, though a 
— have been previously paid 
on it. 

The tax is not to be assessed and col- 
lected from dealers as it was from the 
manufacturers under the former law; | 
butit is their duty, after the dates 
named above, to buy stamps from their 
collector, and properly stamp their to- 
bacco notso stamped, before offering it 
for sale; and itis the duty of internal 
revenue officers to exercise the utmost 
vigilance to prevent the sale of un- 
tobacco after the dates named 
above. And when — after those 
dates, are found selling unstam to- 
bacco, steps should immediately 
taken for their indictment.
